the Chicago Tribune, that par Gorernmeo 
cannot r«Sue« th* r»t»: of -int««t on i 
bonds until itc credit ia Increased. But tb 
argumant ii temporary, and has little fore 
for the. future, .aa. tbe Tribune teems to iup 
poaa. Its idea ia, that a loan to replace on 
present debt at a rate of four per cent, woaf 
not in reality mako the Interest paid or 
rilced less, because a ^corresponding redac 
tion must be made in the principal of th 
fiocurity when put upon the market in com 
petition with other paper. That ia true jua 
so long as oar credit is apt improving; yo 
cannot economiza and pay off tha debt b 
aa arbitrary reduction of interest,,.kocaus 
you cannot force-the creditor to take OUT se- 
curities. The price of our papar or the in 
terest, or bath, is at the mercy of the credi 
tor to a certain extent. 


Bat the supposition that we .shall not 'be 


abld to fund our debt at s lower rate of in 
toreatjia basad upon a wrong idea of our flnan 
cial pjroapect. andjwe ara surprised tb .fee 
JRapPbllc&n journal .encouraging-.it. Th 
credit bfthe goveromeut ia steadily ImproT- 
ing, and there is every prospact that nnde 
the straightforward policy of the adminia. 
tration, it will continue to increase. Thi 
public conndenca is mach greater 'than on 
year ago ia the ability and willingness tc 
pay oar piibliq,debt in good faith. 1 
advantage ot,.this condition, the question 
has naturally arisen, whether we could no 
do well to attempt to issue a new securit 
with a long tima to run-afca lower: rate o 
interest, in tha hops that it may supersed 


j all other forms of dob I , without, any mate- 


rial aacrifica in the principal. "Would no 
such, a move give renewed confidence 
Would not "the length of time to run of 
safe, investment, warrant a reduction of in 
.tofast to those who aro in search of aafapcr 
manent: investments ? Would net.a fou 
p.-r.eent. bond be just what the buaines 
community desire for the purpose of virtu- 
ally supplying _cash at interest Instead o 
simple bank deposits without .interest ?

cial scheme of this jorti bat it-doea seam 
this this argument against .the attempt ti 
reduce.our debt interest is only suitable to i 
waning and not an. improving credit. We 
presume no'daunite policy haa bean marke 
out by the administration but such 'a scheme 
would seam plausible. 


There is another point la this question o: 


credit and interest which hss influenced, am 
will continue to-influence, our finances til 
a quietus Is put upon its political cause. We 
refer to it once more now bacauie the New 
York World1, in copying the argument o 
tho Tribune, while taking the correct ground 
that it ia merely for the time and is not true 
-as"a permanent idea.with our government; 
—that, in fact, a lowsr rate of interest than 
the money market establishes ia possible 
with a government—reiterates thei*old Dem* 
oc-atic fallacies in relation to our want of 
credit, and conceals the real cause, It takes 
the ground that the chief cause of low prices 
In United States sacurilies ia 4he amount o! 
our debt, and'thinka that if our debt were 
but five hundred million, a four per cent. 
bond would be worth par to-day. Every 
fair-minded man doubts that. There is no 
mistaking that we should come nearer to 
that standing than for the paat. five years, 
but we could not hope to reach it until the 
confidence of capitalists abroad is assured by 
a unanimity at hoine upon an honest policy. 
Tha World very innocently asks—"Why is 
it that, in the same city of London, people 
will pay 93 for three per cent. English con- 
sols, when United States six per cent, bonds 
can be bonght.for 84?" And It SB Innocent, 
ly but not as, fully answers; "It is not that 
any man in his.senses prefers 3J per cent, 
interest to 7 per cant.; but bwause the c«r. 
tainty of the lowsr rates Is pfsferrad to Ihe 
possibility :0f the higher." That is true. 
But.it fails to tell us why this certainty la 
not as much in our favor as in that of Eng- 
land. There is no pretence that- our Gov- 
ernment is not able to pay;its 'debt. There 
is every evidence that no' country in the 
world is posseafiBd of more faciUties.'for 'li- 
quidating double its liabilities. Bat of what 
avail is ability without will ? A man's cred- 
it may be'good according to his;moaey val- 
ue, but as jcompared with one who ia not 
only able to pay but willing to pay hon- 
eslly, principal and -intereat, without delay 
or discount, his credit may suffer. ; .The 
present administration and the Republican 
party are in favor of sustaining tho con- 
tracts of the (ioyernment in letter and spirit. 
But this is a government of the people, and 
threats of repudiation if the Democracy 
should come into power,' and the fear that 
they might succeed in their designs, renders 
our credit uncertain abroad^ and that gov- 
erns the price of our securities at home. 
Whea the World and the Democratic party 
conclude to eapouee the fconeat policy of 
payind our debts according to contract, oar 
credit [may be as good u that of Bngland. 
Then we may fund the debt without trouble 
at four per cent, and be able to compete with 
any other securities In any market. The 
World says "the jepjile expect and insiat 
upon a lower rate of iSterejit,oh the public 
debt," which ia true, butjlt iTwoTtrue that 
"they will justly charge the"Governmeot 
•with incapacity 1C meajiueB are noi adopted 
to hiwten that result." It ia too late in the 
day to; charge tba pEwnt administration 
with incapacity or nnniUingneas to reduce 
the debt and Interest both., They cannot 
accbmplish miracles; thtycinnot makft tbe 
foreign capitalists believe in a policy which 
a great party is constantly attempting to 
destroy by cries of repudiation. But upnold 
them by making an honitt policy uoiyerjial 
m Ilia, country, and our financial ^oce^ a^d 
stability are at one a and permaaeDtly M.
